Among other things Mr. Harris said 


in a statement carried from Wash- 
ington by the Associated Press is 
this significant paragraph: 


"Harris further charged that the 


Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion had proposed to furnish a 
part of the temporary power at 6.2 
mills per kilowatt hour while the 
private companies were making a 
proposed charge of over 7 mills." 
It will be recalled that in the months 


before final selection of the alum- 
inum plant site it was proposed to 
furnish some of tho plant's enor- 
mous electric requirements by con- 
structing an REA generating station 
to utilize the "sour-gas" of the La- 
Fayettc and Columbia fields. 
' 


Hope probably never had much of 


a look-in on the matter of the alum- 
inum plant site, but it has a very 
material stake in seeing the "sour- 
gas" just south of us turned into 
electric power. 


Coal and hydro-power each in their 


day have built up industry in new 
sections—and this "sour-gas" 
field, 


now lying dormant because its sul- 
phuric-acid content must be removed 
before it becomes a commercial fuel, 
represents the potential power source 
to industrialize southwest Arkansas. 


The aluminum plant location has 


been decided upon, but we should in- 
sist that the "sour-gas" development 
be carried out regardless. 


If the figures given this newspaper 


confidentially some time ago are cor- 
rect—and they came from an authori- 
tative source—then 
the 
"sour-gas" 


fields are potentially able to produce 
electricity cheaper than any other 
known fuel or method. 


The accuracy of the figures given 
i-ndV -seems to- be-,borne out;-by^rT 


Harris' charge that it was thV private 
power companies which intervened to 
change the aluminum plant site, Cam- 
den may think that the power com- 
panies preferred the northern loca- 
tion over Camden—but the probable 
fact is that the power companies car- 
ed little about the actual location but 
feared the threat of cheap elecricily 
from the "sour-gas" generating sta- 
tion to their existing facilities and 
investments.

Yes, We Are One 
Country, One Nation 


An American citizen is free to go 


from one state to another, seeking 
to better himself, 


"Of course," you say. 
But that right has only now been 


clarified and broadened by the un- 
animous decision of the United States 
Supreme 
Court. In ruling uncon- 


stitutional the California "anti-Okie" 
law, the court has by implication rul- 
ed invalid similar laws in 27 other 
states, all aimed at preventing en- 
trance into those states of people 
without property. 


Specifically, Fred F. Edwards took 


his jobless brother-in-law from Texas 
into California, where, after living 
with Edwards for 10 days, the broth- 
er-in-law received assistance from the 
Farm Security Administration. That 
made Edwards a violator of the Cali- 
fornia law against helping indigents 
to enter California; he was convict- 
ed, and he appealed. 


Such a law violates the Consti- 


tution, the court now unanimously 
holds. But the court was not un- 
animous on the reasons. Justice By- 
rnes, delivering the opinion (his first) 
decided that such a law exceeded 
the proper "police power" of the 
state, and further, that it was an un- 
constitutional barrier 
to 
interstate 


commerce. Thus the court's majority 
hitched still another trailer to that 
venerable 
wagon,

cluase, with its provision that "Con- 
gress shall have power to regulate 
commerce with foreign nations and 
among the several states and with the 
Indian tribes," 


Justice Douglas, speaking also for

Such per- 
sons will confide the most trivial 
details of their lives—what they like 
for breakfast, how "they, suffer- from 
colds, etc.—in the naive belief that 
because they are fascinated by the 
smallest details of their existence, oth- 
ers will be too. 


Spruce Up Your Talk 
And then there are the people 


whose lives and whose opinions would 
be interesting if they would 
cultivate the habit of finding some 
connecting link between their ex- 
periences and those of the person to 
whom they are talking—so that they 
bring out for him what he will un- 
derstand and appreciate. 


This man thinks it is a shame for 


so many potentially interesting peo- 
ple to be bores—just because they 
don't take the trouble to spruce up 
their conversation—the way htey do 
their looks. 


He thinks it would be an easy thing 


to do, if whenever anybody found 
himself bored with another's conver- 
sation, he asked himself this question, 
"Do I ever go on like that?"

Strange Ways 
of Democracy 


Many Wonder What 
Has Happened to 
Highway Bill 


By JACK STINNETT 
WASHINGTON—Democracy works 


in strange ways but none is stranger 
perhaps than what has happened to 
the defense highway bill. 


Almost a year ago, the Federal 


Works Agency and the Public Roads 
Administration, with the help of the 
Army and Navy, drafted a report to 
the President on "the absolute min- 
imum necessities' for new and im-' 
proved highway? in national defense 
areas. 


With some revisions, the President 


made his recommendations to con- 
gress, pressed upon them the necessity 
for speed, since some bridges already 
were collapsing and some roads being 
churned into successions of sink-holes 
by the army's new motorized and tank 
equipment (just light tanks, mind you 
—none of those 60-tonners has yet 
had a chance at making soup out of 
our super highways). 


Congress was amenable. Along in 


the summer, it passed the big fine de- 
fense road bill, but the opportunity, 
was too good to skip and where the 
President had recommended only ?25,- 
000,000 for emergency work on our 
so-called strategic network and the. 
remainder of several hundred million 


for' the sorely needed access roads to 
camps and industrial defense centers, 
Congress chunked in an additional 
hundred million to be allocated to 
states under the old 1916 highway fund 
allocation rules. 


The President promptly vetoed the 


bill and by the narrow squeak of one 
vote the House of Representatives 
sustained that veto. He intimated that 
Congressmen had loaded the bill with 
"pork barrel" measures, to gain favor 
with their states and districts by hand- 


ing them lush allocations of unneces- 
sary highway funds. 


Some of the Congressmen to uphold 


the president caught it in the neck 
politically. For example, the oppon- 
ents of one such came out with the 
announcement that Rep. So-and-So, 
voting against overriding the veto, had 
cost the state $7,000,000 in highway 
funds. Another accused their Con- 
gressmen of "sabotaging" the states 
$'8,000,000 road improvement plans. 


Congress immediately set about to 


rectify its fizzle, but it meant putting 
up another bill— one that would not 
be vetoed. The whole business had 
to go back through committees and 
all the haggling over how much money 
was to be spent, who was to spend 
it, and where, gone through again. 


Finally out of it came the new 


$170,000,000 defense highway bill, set- 
ting aside 5150,000,000 for the much 
needed access roads. The house passed 
it, but in doing so, they not only 
lopped off the $100,000,000 "pork bar- 
rel" item, but also that ?25,000,000 
which the President and his reporting 
agencies had said were immediately 
needed for improvement of the stra- 
tegic network (mainly for bridges). 


The House committee, in making 


its report, discovered something that 
apparently was overlooked when con- 
gress acted before—that there is some 
$266,000,000 already appropriated and 
unspent for highways an dif even a 
portion of this is allocated to the stra- 
tegic network, it will be about all that 
the bottlenecks of technical labor and 
priority mateials can take cae of. 


The committee, howeve, did beak 


one vebal paddle on congcss: "The un- 
fotunate delays in acting on the ecom- 
mendations of Fedeal Woks admin- 
istator and the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Roads, made public last February, 
have caused uncertainty and con- 
fusion. Urgently needed access roads 
to military establishments and defense 
plants have not been built." The com- 
mittee estimated that "32,000,000 civil- 
ian motor vehicles operating daily over 
the highways of this country arc vital 
to defense." Since that's about the 
crop of motor vehicles in the country, 
I guess the dya of the pleasure car 
is gone forever. 


The new defense highway bill now 


is before the senate—t—en months 
after the experts said it was "urg- 
ently necessary" 
and "vitally im- 


portant" to our defense effort. 


Democracy grinds along, but some-
